WOOD'S VA?.UE AS FUEL, 
Heat Value Depends on Amount cf 
Moisture Present, 


Persons who pian to relieve the 
coal shortage this winter by burning 
wood can figure, roughly speaking, 
tnat two pounds cf seasoned wood 
have oa fuel value equal to one pound 
of coal, according to experts. While 
different kinds of wood bave differ- 
ent fuel values, the foresters say 
that In general the greater the dry 
weight of a non-resinous woud the 
more heat it will give gut when 
burned. 

For such species as_ hickory. 9ak, 
beech, birch, hard maple, ash, le 
cust, long-leaf pine or cherry, which 
bave comparatively high fuel values,

Weight for weight, however, there 
Is very little difference between var- 
fous species, Resin affords about 
twice as .nuch heat as wood, su that 
resinous woods have a greater heat 
value per pound than non-resinous 
woods, 

The available heat value of a cord 
of wood depends also on the amount 
of moisture present, When the wood 
is green part of the heat which it is 
capable of yielding is taken up im 
evaporating the water. The greates 
the amount of water in the wood the 
more heat is lost. 

Where wood is to be burned in a 
stove or furnace intended for coal it 
will be found desirable, the forest- 
ers say, to cover.the grate partly with 
sheet iron or firebrick to reduce the 
draft. If this is not done the wood 
is wasted by being consumed toe 
fast, and makes a very hot fire, 
which, in a furnace, may damage the

It burns evenly and, as 
housewives say, holds the heat. The 
oak comes next followed by beech, 
birch, and maple. The white pines 
have a relatively low heat value per 
unit of volume, but have other ad- 
vantages. They ignite readily and 
give out a quick, hot flame, but one 
that soon dies down, This makes 
them favorites with rural housekeep- 
ers as a summer wood, because they 
are particularly adapted for bot 
days in the kitchen, The same js 
true of gray birch or ‘white birch,”
